Here is the law enactnd by Japan

in Japan, foreign judicial 
persons 


registered therein shall enjoy 
the 


right of ownership in lands, provided 
always that in the countries to which 
they belong such right is extended to 
Japanese subjects and Japane.se ju- 
dicial persons apd provided further 
in case of foreign judicial persons, 
that they shall obtain permission of 
the Minister of Home Affairs in ac- 
quiring such, ouner ship. 


"The foreign provisions shall be 


Applicable only to foreigners and for- 
eign judicial persons belonging to the 
countries to be designated by Imper- 
ial oidinanco." 


ANOTHER -TREATY. 


Assuming the good faith of Japan 


the United States in 1911 entered in- 
to another treaty with the country, 
from which the following is an ex- 
tract: 


"The citizens or subjects of each 


of the high contracting parties shall 
have liberty to enter, travel and re- 
side in the territories of the other, 
to carry on trades, wholesale or re- 
tail, to own 
or lease 
or 
occupy 


houses, 
manufactories, 
warehouses 


and shops, to employ agents of their 
choice, to lease land for residential 
and commercial purposes and gener- 
allv to do anything incident to or 
necessary for trade upon the same 
terms as native citizens or subjects, 
submitting themselves 
to the 
laws 


and regulations there established." 


MERE PROPOSAL OF LAW. 


It is now admitted, even by State 


department officials that the Japan- 
ese law Is no more than a. proposal 
for a law without the imperial ord- I 
inance. 
Such 
an 
ordinance 
has 


never been issued, although the draft 
of the measure appeared in the offic- 
ial Gazette of the Japanese govern- 
ment on April 13, 1910. This publi- 
cation is described as being similar 
to our Congressional Record being a 
a record of all proposed bills, wheth- 
er or not they are enacted Into law. 


Those who have made a,n analysis 


of the contentions upon which the 
controversy is based, claim further 
that Japan has gained largely by the 
tieaty of 1911. This'agreement does 
not stipulate a revocation 
of any 


prior laws, although article 2 of the 
Japanese law of 1010 expressly ex- 
cludes foreigners and foreign corpor- 
ations from the island 
possessions 


and districts necessary for 
national 


defense. 
It is also pointed out that the law 


of 1910 makes the Minister of Home 
Affairs the sole judge of who shall 
have the privileges similar to those 
for, 
which they are now contending 


In California. 
Roosevelt Sounds 


Note of Warning

generally known toulght among those 
who have had opportunity to get at 
the substance of tie message Colonel 
Roosevelt sent to Governor Johnson

wlfo of Representative Kent, today told 
the Senate committee, which Is holding 
hearing on the constitutional amendment 
proposing nation wide suffrage to women, 
that California has 
found, votes 
for 


women to be a success. In part, she 
said. 


"Woman suffrage haa been on trial In 


California for a year and a. half. It is 
manifestly unfair 
to ask how It has 


worked In California, as It would tie to 
ask In the samo spirit how manhood 
suffrage has 'worked' in all our well 
governed or ill governed municipalities. 
"As this country la committed to a 


democratic form of government, a gov- 
ernment by the people, we maintain It 
Is but tho merest commonplace of con- 
sistency that women b» given the vote 
Denial of the voting right to women, is 
either a denial of their being people, or 
else is a negation 
of our 
belief 
in 


democracy. 


SUFFRAGE HAS WORKED. 


"But equal suffrage has worked 


California, and has worked welfare to 
the State. I am not going to point to 
any ivonderful achievements, but I want 
to tell you how the women are taking: 
this new responsibility. 
. 


"Some of tho subjects that are nur-1 


ticularly engaging the attention of Cali- 
fornia women are a motherhood pension 
bill, consideration of dependent children 
and minimum wage law fflr women. It 
Is self evident that such Questions should 
not be decided "without the women'!, 
vote.

GET JOB OF 


WARDEN HOYLE? 


AN FRANCISCO, April 26.— 


A queer story 
is> floating 


around the sheets that Sena- 
tor Tom Finn is to be elected 
warden of San Quentin prison 
to succeed John E. Hoyle. 
Hoyle's term is about to ex- 
pire and his successor will 
probably be elected at the 
next meeting of the Board of 
Prison Directors. 


So certain are some of 


Finn's political friends and supporters that they are 
preparing to go over to San Quentin and take jobs. 
One of them told me yesterday that he was sure 
Finn would get Hoyle's place and that he was con- 
fident of getting a job when the change took place. 


Other ward politicians are also waiting expec- 


tantly for t Finn's election. They say that 
the 


Governor owes Finn a political debt which has never 
been paid. Finn has backed all the administration 
measures and was one of the leaders in the army 
of the Lord-at the recent battle at Armageddon. 
Finn was defeated for sheriff despite the Governor's 
qualified endorsement and still thinks that he has a 
reward coming. 


Of course, Dennis Duffy, president of the Board 


of Prison Directors, is the Governor's confidential 
man _and will do what the Governor wants. I don't 
know how tractable the other members of the board 
are, but the board usually falls into line with the 
wishes of whoever may be Governor. 
Charlie 


Sontag has no liking for Hoyle, for he refused to 
sign the report exonerating Hoyle from the-charges 
recently made against him. Colonel Sontag's objec- 
tion to Hoyle is that he keeps subordinates whom 
the-Colonel thinks are inclined to be brutal in the 
treatment of the prisoners. But whether he will 
stand for Finn, I cannot say. Finn's friends appear 
certain of his selection, however, and it begins to 
looks as if the cat would jump that way. 
McCarthy Against Rolph 


There is no mystery about the heavy vote cast 


against the Market street agreement at the referen- 
dum election. The negative vote did not represent 
an objection to the agreement so much as it did 
.opposition to Rolph. Of course, Alphabet Troy and 
Rudolph Spreckels were against the agreement be- 
cause of their hostility to the United Railroads. 
But their following'is decidedly small. 
The real 


opposition came from ex-Mayor P. H. McCarthy 
arid his followers. McCarthy and his friends were 
against the agreement because Rolph championed 
it. They are opposed to anything Rolph does and 
they joined hands with Spreckels and Troy to de- 
feat the agreement in the hope of breaking Rolph's 
prestige and making his administration a failure. 


But Rolph has won out by a large majority, not- 


withstanding the combined opposition. He has put 
new' life into the exposition project and infused a 
spirit of hopefulness in the 
community which 


promises well for the future. It is noteworthy that 
Matt I. Sullivan stood with the mayor in favor of 
the Market street compact, which indicates that 
the Governor either kept his hands off or seized 
the •opportunity to give his late friend, Rudolph 
Spreckels, a crack over the knuckles." Even 
the 


Spreckels contingent in the Board of Supervisors 
fell down at the last moment and came out in favor 
of the agreement. 
The Stories of Police Graft 


The alleged confession of the gang of Italian 


bunco sharps, who have been working in and around 
San Francisco for several years past, recalls 
the 


friendship which existed between former Chief of 
Police Jerry Dinan and Kid Sullivan, king of the 
pickpockets, better known in the 
tenderloin 
as 


Sully the Dip. Dinan made a boon companion of 
Sullivan, notwithstanding his notorious reputation 
as a pickpocket. He and Sullivan were often seen 
together in tenderloin resorts and sometimes rode 
together in automobiles. 


Dinan is still on the force, but has been reduced 


to the ranks and has not been allowed to hold any 
responsible position since the passing of the Schmitz 
administration. He was indicted at the instigation 
of Heney and Spreckels, but the case was never 
brought to trial. Evidently no incriminating evi- 
dence could be found against him other than his 
open association with crooks. 


The stories told by Dubois, De Martini and Gallo 


are to be received with suspicion. They have been 
rounded up and caught and are now telling stories 
about the police with an obvious desire to be re- 
venged. They also are looking for clemency. They 
have evidently taken a lesson from the New York 
crooks, many of whom got 
themselves 
out of 


jeopardy by becoming witnesses against the police. 
It is to the credit of the police that this bunch of 
criminals have been caught and sent over. They 
have been working in California for several years 
and have been so shifty and adroit that they have 
thus far escaped the toils. Only when they were 
pinched and convicted did they begin t<r turn up 
the police. 


The police may be guilty—I don't doubt but what 


some of them are—but it is quite likely that, the 
gang: are shielding some of their real friends and 
trying to punish some of their enemies. Thus far 
they have furnished no corroborating evidence. 
They have simply corroborated each other. 


Hardly anybody believes that Captain Wall ever 


got any money from them or knew anything about 
their paying the police for protection. 
Nor do the 


crooks venture to say that they had any dealings 


with Wall directly. They only tell that the police 
officers whom they paid for protection sometimes 
asked for an extra cut for the captain. Maybe they 
did get the extra cut, but there is not the slightest 
proof that it ever went to the captain or that ths 
captain ever knew anything about the alleged deal- 
ings between policemen and the bunco men. 


In the hearing before the police board ti different 


complexion was put on the scandal by Detective 
McGowan, who has a reputation 
for being an 


honest, brave and vigilant officer. Possibly Mc- 
Gowan did take graft money from the crooks, but 
his police record should protect him from the un- 
supported evidence o£ convicted criminals, 
Gambling Suppressed 


Still there are a lot of queer things occurring m 


this town which have to be nosed out by instinct 
rather than by the rules of evidence prescribed by 
the courts. For instance, it is said that gambling 
has been suppressed in the city and that gambling 
rooms are not permitted to be run. When the so- 
called Colonial Social Club began a suit against 
Charlie Spear, formerly president of the Board of 
Harbor Commissioners, all the papers in town an- 
nounced that the Colonial Club was a gambling as- 
sociation. Every newspaper office, evidently, was 
aware that the rooms of this club were maintained 
as a gambling resort. 


Yet, the police did not seem to know anything 


about it. They were blissfully ignorant that the 
Colonial Club was a gambling resort. Either the 
police department is lacking in vigilance or there is 
some occult understanding between the police and 
the managers of this concern. 


And there are others. The Colonial Club is only 


one of several resorts of like character. A man 
can find out where these places are located at any 
time and access to them is obtained without diffi- 
culty. The pretense of concealment is of the baldest 
and the character of these so-called clubs is as well 
known as the signs on the streets. 


It is strange that the police can't find anything 


about what is well known to every reporter in town. 
The police are wonderfully dense at times. But 
does it pay, that is the question. Still this gambling 
business is nothing like so serious as the alleged 
alliance between the police and criminals of the 
stamp of De Martini and his pals, who are npw try- 
ing to confess themselves out of prison by con- 
fessing police officers into jail. 
•The Federal Pie Wagon 


President Wilson is very slow in sending around 


his pie wagon and the office seekers are sick and 
despondent at the delay in getting placed. Here are 
jobs to be filled, and good ones, too, and plenty of 
patriots anxious to fill them, but no appointments 
are made. Fred Strattonrs term as collector has 
expired. 
So has Billy Ralston's as 
sub-treasurer 


and Frank Leach is ready to step out of the mint 
at any time. Yet there is no sign from Washington. 


A multitude of applicants are clamoring for the 


place left vacant by Judge De Haven. Patience and 
pants are being worn threadbare with anxiety and 
disappointment. 
The Bourbon place hunters 
are 


beginning to ask, "What did we win?" 


Some stir was created by the newspaper an- 


nouncement that the 
Democratic Congressmen 


from California had recommended Bob De Witt of 
Siskiyou County for Collector of the Port. The 
State Committee had previously endorsed J. 
0. 


Davis, chairman of the campaign committee, for 
that position. Phelan had previously selected 
Charlie Fay, his political valet, for the job. In ad- 
dition, Alex. Robertson, the bookseller, has been 
making a hurricane fight in the Bohemian Club 
for the appointment. Robertson's chief recommen- 
dation is that he never agrees with anybody and 
never can be induced to program. He is always 
against the organization, and consequently, has no 
support from the political powers. 


But from what I hear there is no likelihood of the 


important places out here being filled before the 
tariff bill is disposed of. Wilson is not disposed to 
give out the jobs until the Congressmen have voted. 
He will talk turkey after he has got his tariff 
measure through. Not before. He is keeping every- 
body waiting until then, not only in California, but 
everywhere- else.

Is Andy Lawrence Coming? 


There is a persistent rumor around the news- 


paper offices that Andy Lawrence is coming back 
-to take charge of the Examiner. If he does he will 
do some shaking up in the local newspaper field. 
His advent will be pleasing to some and not so 
pleasing to others. For Andy is a live wire and no 
mistake. 


It seems odd, however, that he should be shifted 


from Chicago, where he has made a big success in 
managing two newspapers and has grown to be a 
political power to be reckoned with. Andy is very 
close to Judge Dunne, the Democratic Governor of 
Illinois, and James Hamilton Lewis, he of the pink 


from that State. Mayor Harrison also listens

him when he has something to say about politics. 


Andy has not only been successful as a newspaper 


manager, but he has grown rich and could, if he 
chose, retire from active work and live like a gentle- 
man the rest of his days But he is irrepressible 
and is devoted to Hearst.

Francisco if Hearst wants him to come, although 1 
don't know whether he would like lo change from 
Chicago to California under existing conditions. 


A prophet is seldom honored in his own country 


and Andy Lawrence is still remembered in San 
Francisco as a product of the south of Market street. 
It is human nature to resent the success of a per- 
son who started in from very small beginnings and 
has made his way by his own effortb. Andy's career 
has given conspicuous offense in this respect. 
Deasy Delivers the Goods 


Will Police Judge Deasy receive an appointment 


as Superior Judge? He is looking for one and is 
doing all he can to please the Governor and the 
Governor's friends, particularly Building and Loan 
Commissioner Walker. 


As I intimated a week ago, Deasy has held Will- 


iam S. Corbin, manager of the Continental Building 
and Loan Association, to answer on a charge of 
falsifying a report made to the Building and Loan 
Commissioner. Walker endeavored to have Corbin 
indicted on this charge by the grand jury, but the 
grand jury, after 
hearing testimony presented, 


kicked the charge out of court. Walker then ap- 
plied to Judge Deasy for a warrant. Judge Deasy 
has delivered the goods. Will he get the appoint- 
ment 1 


Judge Seawell has rendered a decision to the ef- 


fect that the seizure of the Continental's books and 
effects was unwarranted, or rather, that Commis- 
sioner Walker has failed to make a showing war- 
ranting the seizure. With the assistance of Sheriff 
Eggers, Commissioner Walker broke into the Con- 
tinental offices and opened the safe by violence. 
All he found was a hod of coal and a few unstamped 
second hand envelopes. He l.as been since scout- 
ing about town to find the books and money. 


Notwithstanding Judge Seawell's 
decision, he 


does not propose to give up the fight. 
Apparently 


getting possession of the Continental's assets is* a 
ground hog case with him. The prosecution he in- 
stituted against Corbin was inspired by Corbin's 
resistance to his efforts to take charge of the Con- 
tinental's affairs. Walker will appeal Judge Sea- 
well's decision to the Supreme Court, and delay the 
liquidation of the Continental as long as he can. 
Meantime, he would like to send Corbin to state's 
prison. And Judge Deasy has kindly lent him a 
hand. 
Judge Lawlor in His Variety 


It has been several times announced that Judge 


Lawlor is to succeed Judge De Haven. But the 
rumors have thus far failed of confirmation. It 
may be that Attorney-General McReynolds has not 
yet finished looking up Judge Lawlor's record as a 
prize fight patron, a, politician and a judge. In none 
of these fields of activity has the little judge dis- 
played any conspicuous qualifications for 
the 


federal bench. 


Until he was appointed Superior Judge, Judge 


Lawlor had never tried a case in the Superior Court. 
Although he had practiced in tlie justice courts for 
several years, he was - riot admitted to the bar, as 
the constitution of California requires, until he was 
appointed to the superior bench by Governor Budd. 
He passed an examination to qualify him for the 
place. 


On the superior bench he has sat almost" con- 


tinuously as a criminal judge. "He has never tried 
civil cases nor had any part in adjudicating prop- 
erty rights or laws enacted for the adjustment of 
business disputes. 


He never tried a case in the federal courts in his 


life. He knows about as much of admiralty law 
as a hog does ,about a musket. He does not even 
know the ordinary procedure in the federal court. 
It is extraordinary that he should be deemed quali- 
fied to succeed such men as Judge Hoffman, Judge 
Morrow and Judge De Haven. 


Politically Judge Lawlor is a wonder. Recently 


he was conspicuous at the Winston Churchill din- 
ner and loudly applauded when Churchill nominated 
Hiram Johnson for President four years hence. Two 
years ago he occupied a box seat whenever Governor 
Johnson spoke and nearly cracked his palms ap- 
plauding the then Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 


Later on, when the ground-swell showed that the 


tide was turning toward Theodore Bell, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, he took another tack. He had 
heard stories about the big vote Bell was going to 
get in Los Angeles, and 'from the north there was a 
story of Bell sentiment everywhere. 


So,' when Frank Bering spoke in San Francisco, 


violently assailing Governor Johnson and lauding 
Bill, the little judge loomed up prominently on the 
stage as one of the vice-presidents. Whpn HeriTiir 
roasted Johnson for his conduct during the graft 
prosecution. Lawlor loudly applauded. He cheered 
every time Bering repeated the phrase, now fami- 
liar all over the State, "A man must eat" 


However, the returns showed that Johnson had 


carried the State and Lawlor is for President Wil- 
son now and President Johnson four years hence. 


This is not according to Queensbury rules, but 


the prize fight that Lawlor seconded was fought 
under the rules of the London prize ring.

The usual bluff is being put up to make him come 
across. The fine sense of honor which i« the dis- 
tinguishing mark of the professional 
gambler is 


touched to the quick that Mackenzie should so far 
forget what is due his position as a gentleman as 
to welch on his bets, 


Of course, Mackenzie is a guilded ass, but the 


kind of a game he went against can readily be 
imagined when one is told that he was allowed to 
wager—with his jaw—$5000 on the first turn of 
the wheel. He would have won $180,000 had 
the 


bull dropped in the right place. Is anyone fool 
enough to suppose that the outfit could or would 
have paid such a huge sum lost against a wind 
stake? The inference is irresistible. Whether the 
wheel was fixed or not, Mackenzie never could have 
collected had he won. Eddie Graney has told him 
that he was a sucker when he played and that he 
will show himself a sucker again if he pays. 


The newspapers are full of the story, but none 


of them seem surprised that roulette games are 
run in the roadhouses around San FrancJsco, That 
is taken for granted. Only the police are surprised. 
The sensation in the affair is that Mackenzie re- 
fuses to pay. It is not news that gambling joints 
flourish around town or that suckers are skinned 
in them. But it is regarded as highly sensational 
that a victim should have failed to come through. 
Dr. Chas. F. AKed Meets His Match 


Although he is a skilled dialectician of no mean 


ability, practiced in f orensics and in thinking quick- 
ly when on his feet before an audience, the Rev. Dr. 
Charles F. Aked, recently of New York and London, 
met his match the other night at the banquet held 
by the Economic Club in this city. Dr. Aked was 
one of the debaters at a discussion of the so-called 
segregated vice district, and was one of the defend- 
ers of the theory that vice is minimized by efforts 
at its absolute suppression. The man who proved a 
match for the wily master of English was no other 
than Max Kuhl, police commissioner. 


Dr. Aked was the third speaker, the first having 


been Judge Herrington of the .United States Federal 
Courts and the second Chief of Police Walter J. 
Petersen of Oakland. Petersen had made a con- 
vincing talk in attempting to prove that the regula- 
tion of vice was the only possible immediate help, 
either from a moral, scientific or social point of 
view, in the present state of society. He had quoted 
many eminent authorities and also statistics. 


Each speaker was allowed the floor only once, 


and Dr. Aked decided to make Petersen's argument 
look like that of a fool or a knave. He politely told 
Petersen he had read the authorities without under- 
standing them, attempted to discredit the statistics 
by some, elaborate""quibbling, and threw out a few 
gratuitous sneers at Dr. Julius Rosenstirn, head of 
the San Francisco municipal clinic. His address 
was a masterly evasion of the issue, coupled with a 
brilliant attack by indirection upon the intelligence 
and honesty of his opponents.

The Por/ola Celebration. 


San Francisco ought to make even a greater success o£ the 


coming Portola festival than she did of the last one. It is a pro- 
ject that should enlist the enthusiastic co-operation of citizens 
on both sides of the bay. The first celebration was held under 
.adverse circumstances, but it was singularly successful notwith- 
standing the difficulty and cost of initiating a festival in a city 
still suffering from the effects of an appalling calamity and worn 
with the anxiety and labor of rebuilding and restoring. The 
carnival spirit asserted itself and the gloom of despondency and 
care was lightened by a joyous abandonment to gaiety. 


As preparations for the festival proceeded, the spirit caught on, 


and pervaded the entire community. The whole State caught the 
infection, and joined in helping the thing along. It was a revival 
of the old San Francisco spirit, after the hysteria, stress and 
trial of a great misfortune. Dead hopes sprang to life again, the 
people shook off their sorrow and resolved to be brave and gay. 


It was wonderful how the people of San Francisco succeeded in 


getting out of the atmosphere of ruin and ashes, of brick and 
mortar, struggle and self-denial, and gave free rein to the mad 
impulse to have a good time regardless of all else. It was a whole- 
some reaction that brought the community back to its normal 
bearings. It restored the shattered faith in the city and gftve 
fresh inspiration to hearts oppressed by grief, toil and loss. The 
«ity woke to new life. The clouds of doubt and despair rolled 
away and left a triumphant optimism in possession of the field. 


The city rejoiced in its restored faith and strength and 


resolved to be gay. And it was gay—gay to extravagance, and it 
gave an exhibition of pluck and high courage that astonished 
the whole State, and is remembered with pleasure by all who 
witnessed it.

Now the celebration is to be held again as a prelude to the 


Panama-Pacific Exposition. It should surpass the initial effort, 
though it cannot possibly be a manifestation of "a more virile 
optimum. It will mark the complete restoration o£ San Fran- 
•cisco, and will not have the aspect of a jubilee in a house of 
mourning. The people on this side of the bay should aid in mak- 
ing it a great success. It is a jubilation in which they should 
participate and assist in making joyous and attractive. Hands 
around the harbor for Portola Day. Here is an occasion when 
<the get-together spirit can be manifested without the slightest 
'alloy of jealousy and distrust. Let us all celebrate. 


A great deal is said in the pending controversy over the Japa- 


nese about the alien land law of Texas. That law applied to all 
aliens and its purpose was to prevent land ownership by non- 
resident aliens.

Tobacco Growing In California. 


A commercial success has finally been made of tobacco 


growing in California, according to a report from Exeter, Tulare 
County, where four plantations have been developed and are 
yielding profitable crops. Two hundred tons of the product of 
these plantations is 'now being baled for shipment to Durham, 
North Carolina. The shipment has been marketed for a price 
that makes it worth at least a quarter of a million dollars. Its 
sale and shipment to the Durham tobacco factories, the center 
of the tobacco manufacturing industry of the. Southern States, 
is like shipping coal from a remote point of production to New- 
castie-dn-Tyne, which is located in one of the chiefi coal fields of 
the United Kingdom. This tobacco product of the southern end 
of the San Joaquin Valley has, however, been sold to the tobacco 
factories of North Carolina at a price which covers the cost of 
transportation across the continent and leaves a handsome 
profit to the Tulare County tobacco planters. In fact, the 
tobacco growing industry in Tulare County has proved so profit- 
able that the acreage under the cultivation of the weed is being 
expanded considerably each successive year. 


Experiments in tobacco culture in California cover a period of 


at least fifty years. One of the earliest was a plantation de- 
veloped by a stock corporation'in Santa Clara Valley near Gil- 
roy in th*e earlier seventies,* known as the Gulp Tobacco Planta- 
tion Company. The plantation covered a large acreage. Crops 
were-matured and marketed, but the enterprise proved unprofit- 
able and was abandoned. The excuse was given that the plant 
was afflicted with mildew and that the soil was not suited for 
tobacco culture. The venture was, at all events, a total loss to 
the stockholders. 


. Later on experiments on a smaller scale were made in Los 


Angeles County which resulted in the production of a high grade 
of leaf; but the failure of the Gilroy plantation made capitalists 
wary and these experiments in the industry died aborning for 
the want of financial support. 


In all probability, every on'e of the failures in tobacco culture 


in California were due to the inexperience of the managers in 
the business or in a wrong selection of the variety of seed. The 
Tulare County tobacco planters" have devoted their land to the 
raising of plants from Turkish tobacco seed, which is producing 
a superior quality of leaf commanding a top price in the market. 


The tobacco growing industry seems now to have secured a 


firm footing in the State. The soil and climate have been long 
recognized as peculiarly well adapted to the industry. It has 
taken, however, half a century of -experimentation to ;nsake it a 
financial success. Rice and cotton culture have gone through 
practically the same experience in this State. Horace D. Dunn, 
a former American vice-consul in Japan fifty years ago, made a 
strenuous effort on his return to California from the Land of the 
Setting Sun to introduce rice growing into the Sacramento Val- 
ley, but it has remained for the Japanese in recent years to make 
* success of the industry. In like manner cotton growing was 
tried In the San Joaquin Valley j but it did n9t succeed for the 
want of the proper kind of labor in the field. However, cotton 
growing has of late years developed into a very profitable and 
jwmfli-nrj industry in the Imperial Valle^ which only a little 
over a decade ago was a section of the great Colorado desert. 
Perhaps some day the culture of the tea plant will be made a 
profitable industry'in the State,'the soil and climate of which is 
recofttiied to be well adapted to the business. That fact was 
demonstrated very clearly by the late Anthony Chabot in a 
plantation which he developed as a fad at his own expense in 
TYoSy-mr-TO/w snv-»twtwcr«"ic Cltnremont district, on land over* 
looking Lake TemescaL

The two men put an 
advertisement m the newspapers offering 
to buy second liana cars, and McCaus- 
land answered one of these advertise- 
ments. Bogul called at the Kissel Kar 
show room on Broadway and selected a 
?ar. 
., k - 


Charles H. Snyder, a Kissel Kar sales- 


man, was later sent to close up the deal 
and Bogul told him that ho would pay 
$500 cash and •give a note for the rest. 
"Kaplan, a horse dealer, will go on mj 
note In a minute," he said. 
The result 
was that Kaplan, who presented apparent 
proof of his responsibility. In bank books 
nnd otherwise, Indorsed a note for $1100 
while Bogul paid $500 cash and gave a 
$500 note. The notes were not met and 
the car was sold to a third par*.y for a 
diamond ring, worth about $200, and $1000 
In cash. Kaplan %vas said to have, re- 
ceived a third of the money. 


Kaplan and his confederates had cook- 


ed up .this plan, the district attorney ex- 
plained, because they had been assured 
lhat It was safe from criminal prosecu- 
tion In view of a section of the penal code 
which provides that representations as to 
ability to pay by a purchaser must be in 
writing before criminal action 
can be 


brought. 
It took the jury ten minutes to decide 


Kaplan's fate, after which Bogul pleaded 
guilty. 
The district attorney's office declares

Antonio Rossoi. known here as Muzln. 


It was Muzin who was ^indicted at 


the same time as Mike Gallo, now 
serving a term in San Quentin for a 


i bunco deal, and it is he, aleoi for 
; whom the police have been searching, 
wanting him as a suspect for the mur- 
' der of Bert Blanchard, the Oakland 
fish and game warderi, who was slain 
In the Contra Costa county hills. TKe 
accusation against Muzin, 
Involving 
the killing, is admitted by the police 
to be the result of three confessions 
passed from lip to lip In the Italian 
quarter, but- nevertheless for a long 
time they have been anxious to. talk 
to the man whom the Calgary police 
now have in custody. 


FACES OTHER CHARGES. 


On the other hand. Necco Is claimed 
by the San Jose- police to be respon- 
sible for the crime for,, which Emll 
Chiesa, another member of the band, 
is now serving a term at San Quentin.- 
TKe case was the so-called Bargettt 
swindle, whereby a foreman for the 
Hicks' ranch, near San Jose, was bun- 
coed out of nearly $6000.

FOR WAR, SAYS ADMIRAL 


Vessels Not Equipped With Officers, Men 


. and Munitions, Is Statement 


(By JOHN TEMPLE QRAVEft.) 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
26.— Whatever 
tCie outcome of thin flurry with Japan, it 
cannot fall to have one moat salutary 
effect ' 
It must at last awaken the people of 
our -whole country to tbe real facts con- 
cerning- the navy of the United States. 
The fact that must become known of otfr 
Insufficiency in battleships to protect our 
western and eastern shores against. a 
powerful Invading enomy. and the otlter 
fact of the astonishing and alarming in- 
adequacy of the ships we have In ser- 
vice. It has developed now, out of rumor 
into actual certainty, that In all magnifi- 
cent array of figures fighting vessels 
that lined the Nortti river in New York 
last October there was scarcely one of 
thorn really prepared to go to sea in de- 
fense of the country. 
This Is absolutely tru«, upon the au- 
thority of naval experts, admirals, en- 
gineers and commanders gathered here 
In Washington. 
Every belching battleship In the North 
river was from 100 to 300 short in men 
and from four to nine short of officers 
to command.

The New York Tribune puts 
it this way: "In forbidding unnaturallzcd 
aliens to own land, and in giving them a 
year** time In -which to dispose of it, af- 
ter -which it would be forfeited to the 
state. California would merely be follow- 
ing the example of the federal govein- 
ment of the United States." Indeed, the 
same paper declares, the Imperial govern- 
ment of Japan lias already taken like ac- 
tion. The Tribune continues- 


Obviously, a protest against that by 


Japan would be Inconsistent, and a 
protest to the United States govern- 
ment would be vain. 


Japan's i-eal grievance, if she has 


one, 
is not against the law which for- 


bids an unnaturalized alien to own 
land, but against the law \\hich pre- 
vents a Japanese from becoming nat- 
uralized. Her purposed appeal to the 
Supreme- Court of the United States 
for an order permitting naturaliza- 
tion of Japanese is therefore logical 
and pertinent. 
She 
recognizes, of 


course, the fundamental principle of 
all nations, that each sovereign state 
shall determine for Itself whom It will 
admit to citizenship, and also Me 
constitutional principles of this coun- 
try that the enactment of naturaliza- 
tion laws is exclusively a. function of 
Congress, and that the act of natu- 
ralization Is Judicial and must be per- 
formed by a court. Hence the appeal 
to the Supreme Court to Interpret an 
act of Congress 


The appeal will rest, It is said, upon 


the contention that the Japanese are 
not Mongolians, and therefore should 
not be excluded from citizenship. In 
the narrow application of the term 
Japanese are of course not Mongo- 
lians, and since thy are not inhabi- 
tants of Mongolia. So it might be ar- 
gued that Englishmen and French- 
men are not Caucausians because 
they do not dwell in the Caucasus, 
But on the broad generic ground it 
would certainly be a surprise to the 
world to have It decided that the Jap- 
anese are not members of the Mon- 
•golian or yellow race. 


CRUX OF THE DISPUTE. 


The Chicago Hecord-Herald states pos- 


itively that the crux of the controversy 
lies in the fact that under the present 
ia\vs governing naturalization, Japanese 
cannot become citizens. Says the Record- 
Herald: 


A statute applicable to all unnat- 


uralized aliens on Ha face may, of 
course, l>e actually discriminatory If 


• 
some aliens are debarred from nat- 
uralization. "What Japan Is now said 
to contemplate is an effort to remove 
the obstacle to the naturalization ot 
her subjects In this country. This ef- 
fort would relieve the situation and 
submit the fundamental issue to the 
courts. 


Two other rather important facts 


have been elicited by the discussion. 
One Is that Japan's right as to land 
ownership under our treaty with, her 
are -not as clear as they might be, 
and that judicial construction of the 
treaty would be necessary if Califor- 
nia should pass a land bill at all dis- 
criminatory against Japan. It scarce- 
ly needs repeating that a statute that 
conflicted with the treaty would be 
annulled by the Supreme Court, un- 
less tho treaty' itself should be de- 
clared unconstitutional. A constitu- 
tional treaty Is "law of the land" and 
prevails over any state legislation. 


The other important fact alluded 


to is that Japan does not yet permit 
aliens to own land wlthinjier own do- 
minions.

CANADA HAD PROBLEM. 


Canada, too has had her troubles with 


Japan and In 1003 the Canadian govern- 
ment sent Rodolphe JLetnieux, then post- 
master general, to Japan, to negotiate an 
agreement to limit Japanese immlgiation. 
The Japanese go\ eminent agreed and 
fixed the number at a few hundred yearly. 
In 19H a new trade tieaty between Great 
Britain and Japan was negotiated. The 
Canadian pailiament, a few weeks ago, 
approved of the tteaty but specially re- 
served Canada's right to enact such leg- 
islation on immigration as would seem 
necessary In the Interests of Canada. That 
the United States could find as easy a 
solution Is the opinion of the London 
Times, which says: 


"Behind the Immediate ground of the 


dispute lies an issue w.iich concerns the 
whole \vorld. 
The Japanese claim that 


they are not Mongolians, but we do not 
suppose that even the United States Su- 
preme Court can plerc,e the mists In which 
the blrtli of the Japanese race is shroud- 
ed. If, however, the Canadian govern- 
ment could find a solution for the awk- 
ward problem, It ought not to be impos- 
sible for the 'Washington government to 
discover a way out of its perplexity."
